The Great Conference. 


Speaking of the General Conference of 


the Methodist church to be held in New 
York next May, to which Bev. W. H. 
Wilder and Dr. E. W.Moore have been 
chosen to go as delegates the Sun says it 
will be the first held there since 1844, and 
adds: "This body is the governing body 
of the denomination for the country and 
makes all changes in the laws controlling 
it 
It also selects the editors of the offi- 


cial papers and periodicals nnd elects 
bishops when it is thought desirable to 
add to the existing number. The ques- 
tion of prohibition will come up before 
tbis body.

General Washington wanted a maa. 


It waa in September, 1776, at the city 
of New York, a few days after th» bat-: 
tie of Long Island. The BWift and 
deep Eaet Blver flowed between the 
two hostile armies, and General Wash- 
ington had as yet no system established 
for getting information of the enemy's 
movement* and intentions. 
He never 


needed such Information so much M at 
that crisis. 


What would General Howe do next? 


If ho crossed nt Hell Gate, the Ameri- 
can army, too small In numbers, and 
defeated the week before, might be 
caught on Manhattan Island as in a 
trap, and the issue of the contest might 
bo made to depend upon a single bat- 
tle; for in such circumstances defeat 
•would Involve the capture of the whole 
army. And yet General Washington 
•was compelled to confess: 


"We can not learn, nor bare we beeo ablo to 
procure tho least Information of Into." 


Therefore ho wanted a man. He 


•wanted 
an intelligent man, cool- 


headed, skillful, bravo, to cross the 
East River to Long Island, enter the 
enemy's camp, and get information as 
to his strength and intentions. He 
went to Colonel Knowlton, command- 
ing a remarkable efficient regiment 
from Connecticut, and requested him 
to necortaln If this man so sorely 
needed could be found in his com- 
mand. Colonel Knowlton called his 
officers together, stated tho wishes of 
General Washington, and, without urg- 
ing the enterprise upon any individual, 
left the matter to their reflections. 


Captain Nathan Hale, a brilliant 


youth of twenty-ono, recently grad- 
uated from Yale College, was one of 
those who reflected upon the subject. 
He soon reached a conclusion. Ho was 
of tho very llowor of the young men of 
Now England, and one of the best of 
tho young soldiers of the patriot army. 
He had been educated for tho ministry, 
and his motive for adopting for a time 
the profession of arms -was purely 
patriotic. This vro kwrw from 
the 


familiar records of hia life nt the time 
when the call to arms was lirst heard. 


In addition to his other gifts and 


graces, ho was handsome, vigorous 
end athletic, all in an -extraordinary 
degree. If ho had lived In our day he 
might have pulled the stroko oar at 
Now London, or pitched for the college 
nine. 


Tho officers were conversing in a 


group. No one hod as yet spoken tho 
decisive word. Colonel Knowlton ap- 
pealed to a French sergeant, an old 
Soldier of former wars, and asked him 
to volunteer. 


"No, no," said he. "I am ready to 


fight the British at any place and time, 
but I do not fool willing to go among 
them to be hung up liko a dog." 


Captain Hale joined tho group ol 


officers. 
He said to Colonel Knowlton: 


"I will undertake It." 
Some of his best friends remonstrated. 


One of them, afterwards the famous 
Gcnonil William Hull, then a captain 
in Washington's army, has recorded 
Hate's reply to his own attempt to dls- 
eutide him. 


"I think," said Halo, "I owe to my 


country tho accomplishment of on ob- 
ject so important. I am fully sensible 
of tlio «onsci|u<!iiu«R of discovery and 
captnru in such a situation. But for a 
year I have been attached to the army, 
and have not rendered any material 
service, while receiving u compensation 
fur which I make no return. I wish to 
bu useful, and every kind of service 
necessary for the public good becomes 
honorable by being necessary." 


He spoko, as General Hull remem- 


bered, with earnestness- and decision, 
its one who hail considered the matter 
well, and had made up his mind. 


Having received his Instructions, he 


traveled iifty miles along tho Sound as 
far as Norwalk in Connecticut. 
One 


who saw him there made a very wise 
remark upon him, to tho effect that he 
was "too good looking" to go as spy. 
He could not deceive. "Some scrubby 
fellow ought to have gone." At Nor- 
walk he assumed the disguise of a 
Dutch schoolmaster, putting on a suit 
of plain brown clothes, and a round, 
broad-brimmed hat. Ho had no diffi- 
culty in crossing tho Sound, since lie 
bore an order from General Washing- 
ton which placed at his disposal all the 
vessels belonging to Congress. 
For 


several days every thing appears to 
have gone well with him, and there Is 
reason to believe that ho passed 
through the entire British army with- 
out detection or even exciting sus- 
picion. 


Finding the British had crossed to 


Now York, he followed them. He made 
his way back to Long Island, and near- 
ly reached the point opposite Norwalk, 


where he had originally landed. Ben* 
dered perhaps too bold by success, h« 
went into a well-known and popular 
tavern, entered Into conversation with' 
the guests, and made hlmsell very 
agreeable. A man present suspecting 
or knowing that he was not tire chftr> 
acter he assumed, quietly left the room, 
communicated his suspicions to the 
captain of a British ship anchored near, 
who dispatched a boat's crew-to cap- 
ture and bring on board the agreeable 
stranger. His true character waa im- 
mediately revealed. Drawi ngs of some 
of the British work*, with notes in 
Latin, were found hidden in the solee 
of his shoea Nor did he attempt to 
deceive his captors, and the English 
captain, lamenting, as ho said, that 
"so fine a fellow had fallen into 
his power," sent him to New York 
in one of his boats, and with him the 
fatal proofs that he was a spy. 


September 21 was the day on which 


he reached Now York—tho day of the 
great fire which laid one-third of the 
little city in .ashes. From the tiine of 
his departure from General Washing- 
ton's camp to that of his return to New 
York was about fourteen days. Ho 
was taken to General Howe's head- 
quarters at tho Beekman mansion, on 
the East River, near the corner of the 
present Fifty-first street and First ave- 
nue. It Is strange coincidence that 
this house to which he was brought to 
be tried as a spy was tho very one from 
which Major Andre departed when he 
went to West Point Tradition says 
that Captain Hale was examined in a 
greenhouse which stood in the garden 
of the Beekman mansion. 


• Short was his trial, for he avowed 
at once his true character. The British 
General signed an order to his provost- 
marshal directing him to receive into 
his custody the prisoner convicted as a 
spy, and to see him hanged by tho neck 
"to-morrow morning at daybreak." 


Terrible things are reported of the 


manner In which this noble prisoner, 
this admirable gentleman and hero, 
was treated by his jailer and'execu- 
tioner. 
There arc savages In every 


largo army, and it is possible that this 
provost-marshal was one of thorn. It 
is said that ho refused him writing ma- 
terials, and afterwards, when Captain 
Halo had been furnished thorn by oth- 
ers, destroyed before his face hie last 
letters to his mother and to the young 
lady to whom ho was engaged to be 
married. 
As those letters ware never 


received this statement may be true. 
The other alleged horrors of the execu- 
tion it is safe to disregard, becanse we 
know that it was conducted in the usual 
form and in the presence of many spec- 
tators and a considerable body of 
troops. One fact shines out from the 
distracting confusion of that morning, 
which will be cherished to the latest 
posterity as a precious ingot of the 
moral treasures of the American peo- 
ple. When asked if ho had any thing to 
say, Captain Halo replied: 
"I only regret that 1 have but one life 


to lose for ray country." 


The Siiene of his execution was prob- 


ably an old graveyard in Chambers 
street, which was then called Barrack 
street. General Howe formally notified 
General Washington of his execution. 
In recent years, through the industry 
of investigators, the pathos and sublim- 
ity of these events have been in part re- 
vealed. 


A !aw weeks ago a bronze statvie of 


the young hero was unveiled in the 
State House at Hartford. Mr. Charles 
Dudley Warner delivered a beautiful 
address suitable to the occasion, and 
Governor Lounsberry worthily accepted 
the statue on behalf of the State. It is 
greatly to be regretted that our knowl- 
edge of this noblo martyr is so slight; 
but we know enough to bo sure that ho 
merits tho veneration of his country- 
men.—James Parton, in N. Y. Ledger.

A GREAT TUNNEL. 


Plans Adopted fur Tunneling tlio Rooky 


Mountain* Under Trny'i I'enk. 


One of tho most prodigious engineer- 


ing projects now on the tapis is that for 
tunneling tho Rocky mountains undar 
Tray's Peak, which rises no less than 
14,441 feet above tlm level of the sea. 
It is stated that :it 4,441 feet below the 
peak, by tunneling from oast to west 
for 25,000 feet direct, communication 
could be opened between the valleys on 
tho Atlantic slope and those on the Pa- 
cific side. This would shorten tho dis- 
tance between Denver in Colorado and 
Salt Lake City in Utah, and conse- 
quently tho distance between tho Mis- 
souri river, say at St. Louis, and San 
Francisco, nearly three hundred miles, 
and there would bu little more required 
in the way of ascending or descending 
mountains. Part of tho work has al- 
ready been accomplished. Tho coun- 
try from the Missouri to tho foot of the 
Rockies rises gradually in rolling prai- 
rie until an elevation is reached of 5,200 
feet above tho sea level. The Rockies 
themselves rise at various places to a 
height exceeding 11,000 feet. Of the 
twenty most famous passes, only seven 
aro below 10,050 feet, while five aro np- 
warij of 12,000 and one is 13,000 feet. 
The point from which it is proposed to 
tunnel is sixty miles-duo west from 
Denver, and, although one of the high- 
est peaks, It !s by far the narrowest in 
the great backbone of tho American 
continent.— N. Y. Sun.
